BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) A comm ssion on psychoactive substance
control is <created to investigate and nmake recomendations for
alternative regul atory approaches to the production, distribution, and
control of psychoactive substances with the objective of reducing
crime, enhancing public health, protecting children, and pronoting
efficient use of scarce public resources.

(2) The governor shall appoint one nmenber with expertise from each
of the followwng fields after consultation wth individuals and
representative groups thereof: (a) Education, (b) nmental health and
substance abuse, (c) law enforcenment, (d) nedicine, (e) law, (f)
judiciary, (g) local governnent, (h) public health, (i) labor, (j)
busi ness, (k) pharmacology, and (I) the public at |Iarge. The
comm ssion shall select a chairperson

(3) Four nenbers of the legislature shall be nmenbers of the
comm ssion, including two nenbers of the senate appointed by the
president of the senate, one from the majority and one from the
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mnority party, and two nenbers of the house of representatives
appoi nted by the speaker of the house of representatives, one fromthe
majority and one fromthe mnority party.

(4) The departnent of health shall staff the comm ssion.

(5) Legislative nenbers of the comm ssion shall be rei nbursed for
travel expenses as provided in RCW44.04.120. Nonl egi sl ative nenbers
shall be reinbursed for travel expenses as provided in RCW 43.03. 050
and 43. 03. 060.

(6) The commssion shall report its recommendations to the
| egi sl ature by Decenber 1, 2008.
